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LATEST ASPECTS OF THE SAMOAN AFFAIR 


T IS WITH SATISFACTION that we chronicle the con- 
clusion of an agreement between the parties to the tripar- 
tite Samoan treaty, in pursuance of which a commission of 
three members, representing respectively, the United States, 

Great Britain and Germany, is_ to proceed to Apia, there to 
nvestigate the condition of the islands, to make provisional 
arrangements for the maintenance of peace and order and to 
suggest such permanent changes in the treaty as recent events 
shall seem to eall for. 

The negotiations concerning the appointment of a commis- 
sion would have had a definite outcome earlier, had not Ger- 
many and Great Britain differed as to the point whether the 
course to be pursued by the commissioners after reaching Apia 
should be dictated by a majority or should require a unanimous 
agreement. Germany demanded unanimity, and the United 
States were willing to assent to the demand, provided the com- 
missioners were empowered to investigate the doings of the 
German Consul-General, Herr Rose, and the German President 
of the Municipal Council of Apia, Dr. Raffel, and to take pro- 
visional action thereupon. Lord Salisbury and Baron von Bue- 
low have, finally, acquiesced in the plan of operations proposed 
by the American Secretary of State. The agreement reached 
involves a concession on the part of the German Foreign Office, 
which had hitherto contended that all acts concerning political 
affairs in Samoa, including Chief Justice Chambers’s refusal to 
recognize Mataafa as King, were illegal if they did not receive 
the unanimous approval of the representatives of the three pow- 
ers at Apia. This contention is not borne out by the tripartite 
treaty made at Berlin in 1889, as a glance at the text thereof 
will show. Unquestionably, there are some acts which, under 
the treaty, require unanimity, but the decision of Chief Justice 
Chambers in the matter of the kingship is not one of them. 
[he cases wherein the common accord of the three signatory 
powers or of their representatives is indispensable are distinctly 
specified. It was provided, for example, that the Chief Justice 
‘shall be named by the three signatory powers, or their consular 
representatives, in common accord,’’ and, in default of such 
unanimity, should be named by the King of Norway and Swe- 
den. Common accord was made necessary, also, in the selec- 
tion of a President of the Municipal Council of Apia, and as to 
the division of the municipality of Apia into electoral districts. 
Qn the other hand, the treaty expressly says that ‘‘the decisions 
of the Chief Justice upon questions within his jurisdiction are 
tinal,’ and within his jurisdiction the treaty places the right to 
decide in the event of a disputed election of kings. Article III., 
Section 6, distinctly provides that, in case any questions shall 
irise respecting the rightful election of kings, such questions 
shall not lead to war, but shall be presented for decision to the 
Chief Justice of Samoa, who shall decide them in writing con- 
formably to the provisions of this act and to the laws and cus- 
toms of Samoa not in conflict therewith, and the signatory 
governments will accept and abide by such decisions. Ger- 
many has shown itself dissatistied with Chief Justice Cham- 
bers’s refusal to recognize the election of Mataafa, and with his 
ration that Malietoa Tanu, the opposing candidate, should 
be acknowledged as King of the Samoan Islands. Under the 
text of the treaty, however, there seems to be no doubt that

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for Chief Justice Chambers, that his rejection of Mataafa’s pre- 
tensions was prompted by a wish to conciliate Germany, it being 
a matter of record that, at the time when the Treaty of 1889 was 
negotiated in Berlin, Count Herbert Bismarck protested against 
the eligibility of Mataafa to the throne at any future date, on the 
ground that he was held responsible for an ambush in which 
German subjects had lost their lives. It is true that no provis- 
ion making Mataafa ineligible occurs in the text of the treaty, 
but Chief Justice Chambers deemed it his duty to regard the 
antecedent discussion and verbal agreement on the point as a 
part of the res geste. It is further to be noted that, if Ger- 
many were dissatisfied with the decision rendered by Chief 
Justice Chambers, the treaty explicitly declares that her dis- 
satisfaction could only be made effective by a vote of the ma- 
jority of the three European powers interested in Samoa. That 
is tosay, if either the United States or Great Britain should con- 
cur with Germany in thinking that the decision rendered by 
Chambers in the appointment of Malietoa Tanu to be King 
constitutes a sufficient cause for removal, he would be ipso 
facto removed. As to that particular case, the majority prin- 
ciple, and not the principle of unanimity, is asserted in the pro- 
visions of the treaty. 

On the other hand, the unanimity principle is applied with 
no less distinctness to the institution of any change in the regu- 
lations provided by the treaty for the government of the islands. 
That part of the treaty which provides for modifications of the 
instrument declares that its regulations shall continue in force 
until changed by consent of the three powers, but that, upon the 
request of either power in three years from the signature of the 
treaty, the three powers concerned shall determine, by common 
accord, what ameliorations, if any, may be made in the pro- 
visions of the convention. In view of this clause, Germany 
was clearly right in maintaining that no permanent changes 
could be made in the treaty as an outcome of the Commission’s 
visit to Samoa without the unanimous consent of the three pow- 
ers, and it seems but a reasonable deduction from this principle 
that no provisional arrangement should be made by the Com- 
mission without similar unanimity. That, at all events, is the 
view of the subject which has been taken by our State Depart- 
ment, and in which Lord Salisbury ultimately concurred. 

It is settled, then, that the commission, which will consist 
of Baron Speck von Sternberg, Counsellor of the German Em- 
bassy at Washington, Mr. Eliot of the British Embassy at Wash- 
ington and Mr. Bartlett Tripp, will leave San Francisco on April 
25, in the United States auxiliary cruiser Badger. The com- 
missioners will have plenary powers, so far as provisional regu- 
lations, unanimously approved by them, are concerned. But 
all permanent changes in the treaty, which may be recommended 
by them, can only acquire validity after they have been con- 
firmed by the Washington, London and Berlin Governments. 
It is, of course, conceivable that the work of the Commission 
may go for nothing, in spite of a unanimous report from the 
commissioners, owing to the refusal of one of the three govern- 
ments to confirm it. It is believed, however, that there is such 
an understanding on the part of the Berlin Foreign Office and 
of our State Department as will make an abortive outcome of 
the transaction improbable. Nothing, indeed, could be more 
sensible and conciliatory than the attitude which has been taken 
by Baron von Buelow, and by his imperial master’s representa- 
tive in Washington, Dr. Von Holleben, throughout the recent 
negotiations. It will not be their fault, if the German and 
American commissioners, at all events, do not concur in propos- 
ing such a modification of the existing treaty as will prevent the 
recurrence of irritating incidents, which, under certain untoward 
conditions, might have drawn two enlightened and friendly 
nations into an almost fratricidal contest. Several changes 
have been suggested, with a view of minimizing the chances 
of a renewal of trouble. It has been proposed, for example, 
that an insular legislature should be created, to consist of one 
house elected by the natives and of another to be chosen by the 
whites without regard to nationality. The Samoan natives are 
not qualified for self-government, and, as the Germans greatly 
outnumber the English and Americans combined, they would, 
of course, control a chamber to which only whites were eligible. 
The adoption, therefore, of such an expedient would only make 
confusion worse confounded and multiply causes of irritation. 
Another proposal is that the government of Samoa should be 
administered by Swiss officials, but there could be, of course, no 
guarantee that Swiss officials, no matter how disinterested 
might be their original intentions, would permanently remain 
impartial. The only true solution of the Samoan entanglement 
is a trenchant one, which the United States could, probably, 
through an offer, ostensibly magnanimous, by

Malolos, the erstwhile capital of the Philippine Republic, 
fell into his hands. 

The accompanying reproductions from photographs, 
taken by an officer in General MacArthur's Division, 
illustrate certain features of the advance on Caloocan, 
and the first rushes against the former Spanish block- 
houses held by Filipinos to the north of Manila. Here, 
too, as in Cuba and Puerto Rico, was a stronghold of 
San Juan. It was at one end of the San Juan bridge, 
in fact, that the Filipino war began. Here it was that 
Colonel MeCoy of the First Colorado Volunteers found 
himself stationed as division officer of the Second Divis- 
ion, with instructions to warn the Filipino sentries guard- 
ing the other approach to the bridge from encroaching 
into the American This was resented, and, so 
far from heeding the warning, a desperate attempt was 
made by a small detachment of F to rush the 
bridge. They were shot by the A ican pickets, and 
their fire was taken up by the Filipinos across the river, 
Firing followed all along our lines, and was kept up all 
that night. 

Next day the American forces advanced. Almost 
each of more than a dozen blockhouses held by the 
Filipinos had to be taken by storm, The first to fall 
of these miniature forts was blockhouse No. 5, which 
was taken by the First Colorado men.
